While the price of western wheat 
has been reduced from eighty to sixty 
cents, it is believed that fhe govern¬ 
ment will fix prices of all farn\ pro¬ 
ducts all over Canada at production 
cost. It is believed, too, that this will 
make the government’s calling an 
election sure, but, as an earnest of its 
sincerity and assurance of specific per¬ 
formance, the Finance Minister should 
be in a position to announce a surplus 
instead of a very large deficit this 


At a recent meeting of Berry-water 
Local No. 195, U.F.A., the following 
resolution was passed and forwarded 
to Minister of Agriculture Gardiner 

at Ottawa. 

» “It is hereby resolved that we, the 
farmers of the Berrywater district, 
Vulcan, Alberta, at a representative 
meeting held on Saturday, April 1st, 
1939, strongly express our disapproval 
of the proposal to set the price of 
wheat at '60 cents per bushel for the 
year 1939. 

“We believe front past experience 
that wheat can not be profitably raised 
for less than 80 cents per bushel. 

“We further submit that a set price 
of 80 cents would benefit not only the 
agricultural class but all other indus¬ 
tries, particularly the manufacturing 
industries of Eastern Canada, togeth¬ 
er with the people employed in these 
industries and their dependents, thus 
contributing to th§ national welfare 
throughout Canada.” 

(2) “That the proposed plan of a 
graduated bonus payment of certain 
amount per acre be made retroactive, 
as, if it had been in force last year, 
farmers who had a crop failure last 
year would not have to seek relief in 
1939.”

/~LNK of the most arresting and formidable figures of 
the times is Paul Joseph Geobbels, Minister of Public 
Enlightenment and. Propaganda. A recent issue ot I^fc 
gives a study of the Goebbels character and methods. It says 
‘Adolph Hitler is openly venerated, Goering is a popular 
bero, but'Goebbels is the most hated man in the Riech. He 
is 5 feet 1 inches tall, has a head much too large for his 
oody, and in his emaciation resembles Ghandi. Because of 
his physical deformity, a club foot, he grew up frustrated, 
hitter and brjlliant. Having spent 42 years of his life in 
(fitter coin bat with the normal and healthy world, he stands 
today, lecherous, shrewd, suave, ambitious, vindictive, the 
head of Germany's .smoothest functioning organization, 
and is largely responsible for the nadir to which German 
prestige has sunk in the rest of the world. 

“The club-footed little Minister is one of the few who 
have a ready access to Hitler, and at the same time is ab'c 
to bpr the approach of otheis. His lack of popularity among 
the people is aptly proved by the undiluted joy shown by 
the humble people of Germany when the news of a Goeb¬ 
bels’ black eye or political setback begins to oirculate. He 
s the only man of power in the Nazi state who has been 
aeckled by an audience since the rise of the party to power. 

“In creating the Reich Chamber of.Culture with himself 
as president, Goebbels has drawn'the theatre, music, litera 
ture, radio, cinema and the arts within his scope of control. 
No German film may appear without his approval, and it 
:s through this power that he extorts amorous tribute from 
aspiring young actresses. 

“As an instrument of government he has given propa¬ 
ganda a completely new meaning, and has shown democ¬ 
racies that their knowledge of ntob psychology and their 
methods of vote-getting are antidiluvian. When a 99.48' 
victory is to be scored in an election, Goebbels sets to work 
like a hypnotist bearing down resistance. The 


'Serves the Htart of Southtrn Alberta's Wheat Belt' 


The following letter which has bean 
forwarded to Prime Minister Macken¬ 
zie King, is one of the thousands 
which have gone forward to Ottawa 
expressing concisely the western posi¬ 
tion in regard to wheat pegging. 

Herronton, Alberta 

» April 4, 1939 

The Prime Minister, 

Mr. Mackenzie King, 

Ottawa. - 

Honorable Sir:- , 

No doubt many of the points in con¬ 
nection with a reasonable set price on 
wheat have been presented to you. 
However, in support of the recent 
justified agitation for a set price at 
least equal-to the price of last year 1 
appeal to you, Honorable Sir,, for con¬ 
sideration. 

Recently the news came that your 
government had set the price at 60, 
cents. If this is the final answer it will 
mean that farmers in the vest will not 
pay any debts out of the next croD 
since the net price to farmers of abou. 
40 cents will,-in many cases, be below 
the cost of production. . 

The idea of a subsidy is not new 
except as applied to agriculture. It ha 
been extended to other industries by 
governments of Canada in one way oi 
another ever since confederation. 
Whether it is evil or not does not enter 
into the argument. Justice demands 
that if protection is given to one class 
of industry then, as required, all clas¬ 
ses should receive protection. Kuo- 
sidy is even now being used for raw 
roads to protect shareholders. And, 
Honorable Sir, I need say nothing to 
you as to what the tariff is doing anil 
has donp to those who are the victim- 
of it.

By not drawing attention to the 
stocks they have to sell, and giving a 
direct invitation to these people to call, 
they are not being fair to their own 
businesses. In early years before there 
were any newspapers, bell ringers ap¬ 
peared before churches and other gath¬ 
erings, and after attracting attention 
with the bell, made announcement of 
public sales, meetings and what not. 
The modern way is to use a newspaper 
that goes into the homes of all the 
people of the district. We mean no 
reflection on many of our business men 
when we say they are missing many 
sales by not ringing’ the bell loudly. 
Advertising is nothing more or less 
than a business man’s way of talking 
to the people he desires to interest. It 
some merchants were as careless in 
their effort to talk interestingly to the 
people in whose company they are, a.- 
they are in preparing their weekly- 
message to their potential customers, 
people would find them so dull and un¬ 
interesting that they wouldn’t care for 
their company. Think about the mes¬ 
sage you want to get across to yom 
people, and make it forceful and inter 
esting, not -only in its appeal to cus¬ 
tomers as a bargain, but as a really 
well written letter. It will increase 
your business because people you least 
expect will become interested in you 
and your business. — Amherstburg

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STOCKMEN PROTEST MARKETING ACT 


ANCHERS hav 


ever been an independent class. They 
have fought their own battles with little government 
recognition. Their besf bieak in many years has been 
through the trade agreement with United States. But fo 
the most part they have travelled under their own power, 
working out their own salvation, taking the ill with the 
good, and prepared to depend on their own judgment. 

Now they are apprehensive that their cherished inde¬ 
pendence is to be taken away. They see in the new provin¬ 
cial Marketing Act a threat of interference with .their own 
private business. The Western Stock Growers’ Executive 
sees much to criticize in the new legislation, which would 
confer almost unlimited power on the Preiniei and his Cab 
inet. . . » 

Is there one experienced successful stockman in the Cab 
inet? What does the Premier know about stock raising or 
stock marketing? These are questions that ranchers art* 
asking. 

No definite provision is made in the Act for pfoducer 
representation on the livestock board, or ally of the other 
marketing boards to be set up. There is no suggestion that 
the producer will have anything to say in the regulation of 
his own product. No liability for'mismanagement of mar¬ 
keting is provided for, and if losses are sustained through 
the dabbling and experimenting of an inefficient board, 
there is no redress. The producer will have to take the 
loss. On the other hand profits which may accrue to the 
board will go into the general revenue of the province. 

A rancher who would be deprived of the right to use his 
own judgmept as to where to sell and when and to whom, 
would be robbed of one o'f the finest points of the game. His 
personal judgment of markets- has, many a time brought 
him out of tight spots. To suggest by legislation that he if 
not his own best judge of markets, is an alfront that any 
stockman would resent. 

- Another clause of the act which is accepted with ill 
grace is the licensing of producers, which invi$ves an invest¬ 
igation of properties, resources and records, and whirl 
stipulates penalties for infraction of licensing provisions. 
The power to deposit monies resulting from marketing, in 
the -treasury department is regarded with apprehension'

Hon. J. G. Gardiner is this week in 
the West, meeting prairie agricultur¬ 
ists who have protested the proposed 
peg of 60 cts. Fort William. Support¬ 
ing his general agricultural policy, ho 
says Canada is proposing to do better 
for her growers than any other coun- 
tiy. Only one country, he says, still 
carries a fixed price, and that is Ar¬ 
gentine. Australia has a processing 
tax, acreage bonus and price bonus, 
but all three do not average as high 
as the Canadian provisions. United 
States assistance is conditioned on 
acreage reduction. 

Mr. Gardiner said there was no men¬ 
tion of a 60 cent fixed price'Th any of 
the legislation before parliament. 
“Fixed price cannot be part of a per¬ 
manent policy,” he said. ' 

The new plan includes crop insur¬ 
ance and continuation of the wheat 
board. 

“The government has nojfc set a 
price,” said Mr. Gardiner. “The gov¬ 
ernment has agreed to make an ad- 
xance of 60 cents, basis Fort William 
They have stated to you there will be 
no interest added.'

lion dollars, glutted markets and los¬ 
ing prices for farjn products mean 
nothing less than the collapse of the 
national economic structure, as well as 
the collapse of the individual farmer. 

It is this fundamental fact which the 
federal and provincial governments of 
Canada and the financial and indus¬ 
trial leaders of the Dominion have at 
last come to recognize. So it is that in 
spite of all other adverse factors, there 
is more hope for agriculture in Can¬ 
ada today than there was a year ago 
or two years or at any other time 
since the depression began to get us 
down.—Country Life in B.C.
